Renovations mean changes 
in high school schedule

submit a school calendar to the 
state Departmentyof Education 
for the 1985 - 86 school year 
This must be done soon, said 
Superiatendent Dr. Carol Sager.

lime, Dr. Sager is leaning 
toward a conversion to hours 
which would mean an hour or 
two tacked on the the regular 
school day for high school 
students. Other options include 
no winter or spring recess and 
double shifts 


PBC Chairman Dtdhe Allan 
stressed that her committee, 
needs a specific time frame 


approved within two weeks. The 
June 6 and September 15 dates 
would then become part of the 
bid document that would be 
signed

Dear Larz 

The Wilmington School 
Cofhmittee must be very con 
fident in the ability of parents, 
teachers, and children to cope 
with this changing, stressful 
society of ours. 

Not long ago I was not han: 


dling my pressurized world too 
well. Lots of decisions had to be 
made for my children and other 
outside pressures seemed to be 
coming at me all at once. My 
nefves were shot and I didn’t 
realize what was happening to 


me. 

Dr. Allen picked up on my 
condition during a core meeting 
for my child, She invited me to 
her office where, over a period 
of weeks, we worked me back to 
a stable mental outlook. 

I hesitate to think what could 
have happened had she not 
recognized the signs. I realized 
shortly after, how close to a 
nervous breakdown I had been. 

Dr. Allen's position is now 
determined unnecessary in 
Walmington. I would like to think 
so, but find it hard to believe. 

I know we can “sub let’ the 
psychological help from outside 
the system. Such “help’’ was 
contracted for my child when he 
was evaluated as having a 
possible emotional problem 
which complicated his learning 
disability 

His ‘‘imported’’ psychologist 
took him out of class for half an 
hour a week to play Uno, After 
several months 1 
evaluation and was told he was a 
very intense child. 

This gentleman also took my 
child for a ride in his car without 
informing the principal. This 
incident frightened my child, 
unnerved me and did not sit too 
well with the principal either. 

Evidently we don't have 
enough control over, or 
knowledge about the outside 
help we solicit 

I'm sharing my experience to 
help the Wilmington people and 
the school committee to  re- 
evaluate the decision to 
eliminate the school 
psychologist in Wilmington.

Dear Larz 

What ever happened to 
patriotic pride in Wilmington? I 
found out recently that it can be 
bought for the sake of a few 
dollars. 

It is with great sorrow that 1 
must announce the closing of the 
Disabled American Veterans 
(DAV) Headquarters at 430 
Main St., Wilmington on June 25, 
1985. We have been officially 
kicked out of our home by our 
landlord. The reason given is 
that he needs us out to make 
needed repairs to the building 
repairs that have been neglected 
tor the past four years, while we 
were paying rent for thal 
building 

Four years ago, when the 
D.A.V. Post was re-established 
we asked our landlord if he 
would rent us his family’s old 
building in Wilmington Center. 
He told me he would be glad to. 
He had been trying to rent it for 
some time, but due the the lack 
of parking in the center, it was 
not easily rentable. The old 
building also needed some work 
The roof leaked, there was no 
ladies’ room. Most of the lights 
were not working. Due to the 
leaky roof, many had shorted 
out. The walls were in desperate 
need of painting, plaster—was 
falling off the walls and ceilings, 
among other things. 

I remember the night that we

members who are amputees, got 
down gp their stumps and 
painted the trim. We painted the 
walls, patched the falling 
plaster, installed the ladies’ 
room, and made that old 
building look nice. We then put 
our hearts into getting the 
D.A.V. going strong. It took 
many long hours of work and 
dedication, but it all happened 

In the four eyars that the 
D.A.V. has been reactivated, we 
have accomplished many things 
in the community. We -have 
established memorials to honor 
all the Wilmington servicemen 
who gave their. lives in Vietnam 
On May 5 we will dedicate the 
last memorial. 

We have given Christmas 
baskets to the needy; we hold 
Halloween parties for the 
children to make sure they have 
a safe Halloween; we have run 
Toys for Tots. We raf job 
placements to find jobs for 
handicapped persoris. We. have 
been again active in the 
Memorial Day and Veterans’ 

y observances in Wilmington, 
and we have donated many 
dollars to help the blind, and 
handicapped veterans. 

The Disabled American 

eterans had set out to make the 
Town of Wilmington proud of 
our work. We did this, and our 
reward was to be kicked out of 
our headquarters. 

For four years, we have been 
asking for a better chance. We 
know that the center of town was 
not the best place to set up 
headquarters, but after trying 
for years to be allowed to move 
into one of the town's old 
buildings, we had no choice, but 
to take what ever we could find. 
We have, I feel, contributed to 
the community, and have 
established a name within the 
community that we all be 
proud of 

During the past four years, we 
have had many problems with 
the building we were, housed in. 
Although our landlord kept 
telling us that the roof was fixed, 
every time it rained, the mon- 
soon season was inside, Every 
year we had to  re-plaster, 
repaint, and repair the walls, 
roof and floor. The landlord told 
us that the building main: 
tenance was up to us. Even 
though we were already paying. 
an extremely high rent for the 
building, we kept up th® 
maintenance. We tried to hold 
events to raise money for the 

but due to the lack of 


parking in the center, no one 
came. We kept losing money 
Somehow we managed to stay 
ahead with donations from 
members, and the small monies 
we did manage to make. The 
back light did eventually short 
out in the rain, leaving the alley 
dark. Of course this made us a 
very vulnerable target for 
robberies. Three limes we were 
brpken intotobbed, and van: 
dalized. The landlord never 
fixed either the door in the back 
or the lights 

Finally in February of this 
year, the landlord nearly 
doubled our rent. The reason he 
gave us was “due to the cost of 
maintenance." The roof still 
leaks so much now that the floor 
tiles have lifted, plaster is 
constantly falling down when it 


rains, and we could make a 
fortune if we had an open shower 
policy in the main hall. 

About two weeks ago the 
landlord called and told me that 


he had been offered double the , 


rent that we were paying, and 
asked how soon we expected to 
be out. I told him that we had 
agreed to pay the increase he 
gave us, and we were not 
planning on moving in the near 
future. I told him we were trying 
to rebuild at our old location, but 
that would take time and money, 
and with his newest rent in- 
crease, it would definitely take 
much longer than we once 
thought 

Last week I received a notice 
that in order to make the much 
needed repairs to the building, 
he would forced to ask us to 
vacate the premises effective 
June 25, 1985. We will not be 
allowed back, mainly because 
he can now get double the rent 
for the building — still with no 
parking. 

I am asking the people of 
Wilmington for their support in 
helping the Disabled American 
Veterans of Wilmington sta 
alive. Please help us find a 
suitable building to call our 
home until we can rebuild our 
own building. Help us keep 
patriotism alive. Don’t sell our 
veterans short!! 

If the Disabled American 
Veterans are forced to become 
inactive, the town of Wilmington 
will have finally committed the 
worst thing ever. They have sold 
the patriotism in our town for 
the almighty dollar, and put our 
veterans to shame.

Meegan teaches youngsters 
that they have a choice

When she speaks, her body 
does too. She strides across the 
room, shoulders squared, eyes 
afire, hands moving to make_a 
point. She reaches out to her 
audience of teachers, striving in 
a mere hoyr to make an impact. 

In her own way, Wilmington's 
Stephanie Meegan is. making a 
difference. Through her national 
award winning program Peer 
Proofing, as well as her Impact 
on Yguth lecture series, 
Stephanie is making. a_ dif- 
ference in young people's lives. 

. A former teacher and now an 
educational consultant for Camp 
Fire Inc., Stephanie developed 
the Peer Proofing curriculum 
for Camp Fire in the early 1980's 
to meet a need. 

When her daughter Jennifer, 
«was in the first grade, it became 
clear that she could be 
negatively influenced by peer 
pressure. A sensitive girl, 
Jennifer needed to learn some 
sot of assertiveness techniques 
to make her young life easier 
For this reason, Stephanie 
proceded to develop her own 
program one combining 
learning skills with fun ace 
tivities - to reach elementary 
age children and change their 
behavioral patterns before they 
became set. 

Peer Proofing, simply put, is a 
program designed to help 
children make and keep friends 
and survive peer pressure 

“Having friend is the highest 
priorit Stephanie says 
friend: are an absolute 
necessity for survival and, 
without them, children may end 
up either self-destructive or 
social outcasts, she adds. 

Our chi!dren are hurting, she 
goes on to say, her whole body 
willing you to believe what she 
believes so strongly. They too 
easily become victims, be it of 
the bully, the teaser, the tattler 
their own shyness or of adults 
who may abuse them physically. 
sexually, or emotionally 

Her program touches on 
developing self-esteem, 
retraining behavior to stop that 
bully from devastating a child's 
psyche, teaching children to say 
no “without looking and feeling 
like a jerk,” and developing the 
necessary social skills. 

Stephanie uses role-pl 
games, visual aids, and ‘silly 
Stereotypes, such as Pat, the 
Perfect Pal and Put Down 
Dudley, to get her point across. 
She'll go anywhere - schools, 
io and TV, and 
even rd University, 
Philadelphia, and New Hamp- 
shire - to get her message 
across. 

‘The Peer Proofing curriculum 
works. It has been copyrighted 
and recognized througn the 
National Camp Fire Pride 
Award in 1982. It is so successful 
that it is receiving raves from 
parents and educators alike, and 
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Stephanie Meegan addressed Wilmington teachers during a workshop at

- Parents protest psychologist's dismissal

Representatives from a 
parent delegation came before 
the school committee at its 
‘Tuesday night meeting to seek 
reinstatement of Dr. Harriet 
Allen, clinical’ psychologist for 
the Wilmington school system. 

Reportedly, Dr. Allen's 
position had been deleted 
because of ‘monetary con- 
straints, prior to the annual 
town meeting. 

According to Phil Fenton, who 
made the original suggestion to 
drop the position, it was felt that 
money would be saved by 
providing services on a referral 
basis. 

“That's totally outrageous," 
said parent Ruth Maranzini 
“It's about time parents say 
stop. The kids have little 


enough." Maranzini added 
“we're here to say we've had it 
and we will not stop until Dr. 
Allen is reinstated.” 

Bridget Zukas pointed out that 
money is available for a 
psychologist for special needs 
students only. The schools are 
“under no obligation” to provide 
psychological services to 
regular students, she said. In- 
deed, she added, with cuts to be 
made in the school department 
budget, it will no longer be 
possible to provide this service. 

Shirley Callan, recently 
elected to the school committee, 
took exception to this reasoning. 
She pointed out that, in the long 
run, it will cost taxpayers more 
to take care of students in crisis 
outside the schools. 

“With a dropout rate of about 


100 students’ and a high failure 
*-rate at the high school, this issue 

would be a priority of hers, she 
told the concerned parents. 

Most of the parents present 
spoke of Dr. Allen’s'mahy years 
of “loyal service” to the school 
system and her availability in 
crisis situations. They were 
against asking guidance 
counselors to carry more of a 
load in handling students who 
may have problems requiring a 
psychologist's expertise. 

Chairman Tony Accardi said 
after the meeting there” was 
another side to ghe issue which 
may be brought to light at a 
later meeting. He did suggest to 
the assembled parents that the 
delegation discuss this issue at 
“further length” at next week's 
budget meeting

Dolph Porter would have 
understood what has been going 
on, to the railroad tracks in 
North Wilmington, . 

Dolph died over 50 years ago, 
He was for man; ars the man 
in charge of railway main- 
tenance, from near Wilmington 
Square to Winter Hill, in East 
Woburn. 

Dolph, who really was named 
Rudolph, had a four man crew, 
and a little four wheeled pump. 
car, as it was called, for tran 
sportation. Two or four men 
would “pump” the. handles to 
that car, and it would speed 
along the railway track, at about 
20 miles an hour 

Dolph was the boss of railway 
maintenance for the Boston & 
Maine Railroad from about 1885 
to about 1925, He was a hard 
man on those who worked with 
him, Dolph made sure every 
man earned his pay

After he retired he was the 
crossing tender on Main Street 
for the Wildcat Railraod for 
about seven years 

Along toward the last of April 
or the first ofMay, a special car 
could be seen going up and down 
the railroad tracks in North 
Wilmington toward Reading, 
and toward Haverhill. Call it a 
Sperry Car, for it was made by 

perry Company 

That car was being used to 
observe any irregularities in the 
railroad track. A loose spike, a 
rotten tie, a drop or rise in the 
level of the track, all was 
detected, and the site recorded 
electronically 

Then, the first of May, a crew 
started work in Malden, 
north. That crew had about a 
dozen vehicles on the tracks, two 
wheel and four wheel things. 
The job was to repair, replace, 
and otherwise make the railroad

tracks usable, for such a car as 
the Sperry Car 

One vehicle pulls the railroad 
spikes. Another cuts the ties in 
half, A third one pulls nw 
railroad ties over to the site. A 
fourth one takes out the ties 
which have been cut, A fifth puts 
in new ties. 

Maybe there are a dozen 
vehicles, maybe more. They 
stretch along the track for a 
mile or so. When the last one 
leaves the site the work is done. 

One can guess that there will 
be further improvements for the 
long rails lie beside the railroad 
track. Those rails are, as a 
guess, abou€ 1,000 feet long. 

One of these days another 
crew will come along, and put 
those new rails in place.

Regional agency prepares 
to wage war on mosquitoes 


The Central Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control Project 
(CMMCP), the largest Regional 
Mosquito Abatement District in 
the Commonwealth, is 
preparing its arsenal to combat 
these troublesome pests. 

Thirty (30) cities and towns, 
including Tewksbury, are in- 
corporated in the CMMCP and 
are served by.a year round staff 
aswell as temporary employees 
throughout the summer months. 

CMMCP crews are now 
preparing to attack mosquito 
larvae, an early mosquito 
developmental stage. The 
larvae can be found in tem- 
porary woodland pools holding 
stagnant water. CMMCP field 
crews will visit member com- 
munities to survey, locate, and 
record areas which are found to 
have mosquito larvae. 

Areas found to have mosquito 
larvae will then be treated with 
a mosquito larvicide. These 
larvicides — when applied at the 
proper rates — are compatible 
with conservation, en- 
vironmental, and wildlife in- 
terest. No permanent or open 
expanses of water — such as 
ponds or lakes — will be treated 
with mosquito larvicides and it 
is not necessary to treat all 
areas at this time. 

The larviciding efforts will 
eliminate many mosquitoes but 
it is difficult to control all 
mosquito larvae. Therefore, it 
will be necessary to use 
“adulticiding equipment" in 
some areas. 

In approximately one month, 
sections of the CMMCP member 
communities will be sprayed on 
a regular basis with truck 
mounted machines. This control 


measure is for adult mosquitoes. 
Problem areas in member 
communities will be treated 
periodically throughout the 
summer. 

Physical water management 
or source reduction: work such 
as ditch cleaning and stream 
cleaning will continue 
throughout the year. Since 
mosquito larvae can not 
possibly survive in flowing 
water, this type of work is the 
most important function of the 
CMMCP. The work helps to 
clear out stagnant waters and 
allows water to flow into its 
natural confines. 

Citizens may also do a great 
deal to help with the fight 
against this pesty insect. Area 
residents are urged to throw 
away or clean out objects in 
their yards which might hold 


water. For example, pet dishes, * 


old tires, old tin cans, bottles, 
boats and canoes, planters, 
children's toys, holes in trees, 
and bird baths should be cleared 
of standing water on a regular 
basis. 

Citizens of member com- 
munities should inform the 
CMMCP if the do not wish to 
have their property treated with 
larvicides and-or adulticides 
The CMMCP should also be 
notified if anyone in a family is 
allergic to insecticide and-or 
mosquitoes, if they are bee 
keepers or, if they know of a 
“trouble spot" in their neigh- 
borhood

The theme of the Great Race 
has always been refreshing to 
say the least. Little or no em- 
phasis on competition as friends 
simply enjoyed a vigorous

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Last spring the race took a 
tragic turn when a young 
Wilmington canoeist drowned 
while attempting to paddle over 
a three foot fall. 


An added emphasis on safety 
has been introduced to a race 


that has become a local 
tradition. The Shawsheen 
Watershed Environmental 


Action Team (SWEAT) hosted a 
safety seminar the night before 
the race at the Tewksbury Rod 
and Gun Club where 32 of the 
already 43 registered canoe 
teams attended. 


Les Horn, a special instructor 
with the Boston Coast Guard and 
Gene Murphy of Lowell Civil 
Defense were on hand Saturday 
to supply plenty of safety 
assistance and to make sure that 
the portage points were strictly 
adhered to. 


Althougth the number of 
canoes entered in the race took a 
sharp dip after years of in- 
crease, race officials were 
pleased at how the day 
progressed from start to finish 

“We had no problems what- 
sover,"’ noted race official Tim 
McKinley. ‘‘The major theme of 
this year’s race was safety, and 
although the number of canoes 
entered dropped, there was a 
much higher percentage of 
finishes."’ Just two boats 
dropped out of the rigorous race 

McKinley praised the Coast 
Guard and the Lowell Civil 
Defense for their help, noting 
that there was also much more 
awareness of safety this year

At one time 
during the evening, he ex 
pressed a wish that the Water 
Department be allowed to sell 
the 23 acres of land it has nor- 
therly of Route 125. That land 
provides no water, and the sale 
of the land could cut the cost of 
water by a considerable degree, 
to the water department 
customers in Wilmington 

MWRA Representative John 
Michalik discussed mainly 
sewers. 

The MWRA was voted by the 
state legislature about five 
months ago because of sewer 
problems in the Boston area, 
overflowing sewers and the 
incapacity of sewers to properly 
care for the disposal of septage. 
A second cause for the vote was 
the inability of the Metropolitan 
District. Commission to cope 
with sewer problems. 

Michalik told the Wilmington 
commissioners that there would 
be no rate increases for sewer 
service on July 1, the beginning 
of the fiscal year. Presumably 
the sewer rates will increase @ 
year later, after the MRWA has 


Hazardous waste 


A hazardous waste collection 
drive is being planned, to be held 
in Wilmington sometime in 
June, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski has said 

The drive would provide an 
opportunity for residents to 
dispose of any hazardous sub- 
stances in their homes 
Household chemicals, 
pesticides, old motor oil, paints, 
thinners would be examples of 
the materials to be collected.

had the time tostudy the work of 
Michalik and others. 

A curious point of the 
discussions with Michalik 
centered on a chart of solid 
waste disposal, by Wilmington 
firms, through the sewer 
system. 

Avco came out listed as 
having 3,000,000 pounds of solid 
waste annually. Chairman 
George Allan and others agreed 
that there must have been a 
misplaced decimal point in the 
figures. They believe Avco has 
3,000 pounds annually. Michalik 
promised he would check, and 
return information to the 
commissioners. 

Avco is the largest employer 
in Wilmington, with 3500 em 
ployees. It is also the firm that 
made it possible, over 25 years 
ago, for Wilmington to become a 
member of the Metropolitan 
sewer division. Avco paid for 
many of the starting costs, in: 
cMding the construction of a 
pumping station on its own 
property. It even paid the town's 
Joining tee 

The pumping station is still on 

Aveo property, although other 
sewers now discharge into that 
ystem. 
Michalik was, in the very 
beginning of the conversation 
told by Commissioner Arthur 
Smith of the efficiencies of the 
Wilmington sewer system 
Many cities are dumping storm 
water into the drains, said 
Smith. Wilmington, on the 
contrary, has a tight system, 99 
percent tight. “We have put 
together a good system.” 

Michalik ageed, and said that 
eventually all the cities on the 
sewer system will have to 
correct the troubles caused by 
water inflow. But, he said, the

When there is a sufficient use 
of the Wilmington sewer, Allan 
said, it too will be operated in 
the same manner, so that there 
will be no costs that the tax 
payer has to absorb. 

‘The sewer mains of Industrial 
Way came in for ctiticism by the 
commissioners after Michalik 
had left 

The system was installed by a 
private firm, and is now 
operated by the Water ‘and 
Sewer Department. There is a 
pumping station to take care of 
the input 

“IU’s a Mickey Mouse system 
Commissioner Smith declared 
he pumping system has to be 
replaced entirely.” 

Another short discussion ws 
had about water mains being 
planned for the Ballardvale 
Street area 

It has been proposed to have a 
water main go through the 
property of the Sons of Italy up 
toa proposed water tower on the 
hills in back. For some reason 
this is now not being considered 
“It is not to our best interest 
Smith declared.

st few weeks Several major 
computer companies located in 
our area laid off two thousand 
employees. According to 
spokespeople at these com 

panies - this reporter cor d 
two, one from Computervision 
and the other from Honeywell 
Corporation - their reason for 
the lay-offs was simple: there is 
a tremendous glut of computers 
on the market right now, and 
until that glut diminishes, there 
appears to be grim days ahead 
for the computer industry 

1 wondered if the reason for 
this apparently sudden 
downturn in the computer in: 
dustry could really be explained 
away that simply. After all, we 
in this country are very fortu 
nate at the moment to be ex 
periencing both low. inflation 
and low interest rates. These 
should spell success to the com 
puter industry, but they are not 

I turned to Michael Pottle, a 
Boston banker who has a great 
deal of experience in dealing 
with the finances of the com 
puter business, for his expert 
opinion on why the computer in 
dustry is becoming so depress 
ed. First of all, this reporter 
learned that this current reces 
sion didn’t “just happen,”’ as it 
apparently appears. According 
to analysts, it's been coming for 
the past couple of years.

Director Jeff Kanew is 
starting to make a mark for 
himself in the film industry. His 


last movie, Revenge of the 
Nerds, was a delightful, albeit 
silly romp that was really quite 
funny. But, now that Gotcha has 
hit the screens of America, it is 
obvious that Nerds was not a 
fluke, this is a director who 
produces quality entertainment 
that will appeal to a mass 
market. 


The premise behind Gotcha 
follow Alfred Hitchcock's 


McGuffin theory. Take an or- 
dinary person and throw him 
into extraordinary circum- 
stances. It doesn’t matter what 
the catalyst is, because once 
things start to roll, the audience 
is too involved to care about the 
details. 

‘The ordinary person in this 
case is Jonathan Moore (An- 
thony Edwards), a sophomore in 
college taking a quick tour of 
Europe with his roommate 
during spring break. Only 
Jonathan, whose roommate 
(Nick Corri) describes as 
“looking like Bambi,"’ meets an 


attractive, 


mysterious. older 
woman (Linda Fiorentino) who 
tricks him into committing a 
slight act of espionage. 

Although there is a typical 
sub-plot concerning Jonathan 
and his intact virginity, the film 
on a whole is refreshing and only 
slightly predictable. As a matter 
of fact, even those of us who are 
a bit jaded by overexposure to 
movies, will not be able to figure 
out the ending. 

Aside from Kanew’s in- 
telligent interweaving of the 
soundtrack, upbeat pacing and 
sharp photography, the film 
owes its success to Edwards, 
who also played a major role in 
Revenge of the Nerds. Edward's 
all American boyishness and 
trusting demeanor make it 
perfectly feasible for him to be 
suckered in by Fiorentino's 
exotic persona.

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Ford drives to catch baby-boomers before they buy BMW

Winning the high-rolling BMW crowd 
back into homegrown American cars may 
be too much to hope for. But Ford has 
seen the future of the American family 
and it is Yuppie — upwardly mobile and 
getting a little too sophisticated to be seen 
in a Granada, 

After five years and $2.9 billion, Ford 
announced two entirely new cars this 
week that, as one car critic put it, “might 
as well have come off the Audi drawing 


‘The new designs will come off the as- 
sembly line this spring, about the time 
that import quotas on Japanese cars are 
due to expire. Ford and Chrysler are lob- 
bying hard to extend them. All of the big- 
three US carmakers are in robust health 
these days, especially Ford, but none can 
begin to compete with low Japanese pro- 
duction costs. 

So in a business that is under heavy

But the companiy is also trying to set it- 
self apart from the pack of American cars, 
out from under the looming shadow of in- 
dustry giant General Motors.

Another frequently published 
report is that cigarette com 
panies are secretly lobbying for 
legislation that would legalize 
the sale of marijuana 

There is no truth to any of the 
claims,” said Adams. “And we 
do not have any knowledge that 
such activity exists in the 
tobacco industry 


ary, a man wishing to grow his 
own tobacco wrote R.J 
Reynolds a letter requesting in 
formation concerning helpful 
hints the company might have in 
assisting him with the project 
Many people believe that as 
a tobacco company, we grow 
our own tobacco,” said Adams 
“I then have to explain that we 
buy, rather than grow, the 
tobacco used in our products.”

The collection of empty ciga-

“No cigarette company par 
ticipates in any such schemes, 
said Adams. “The unfortunate 
aspect of these rumors is that 
people are falsely misled by a 
snippet of information and then 
are disappointed when the truth 
is known.”
